Some of tho men who encour- 
aged Arabi to oppose the British will 
go over to the Britbsh and let .Vralii 
fight his way out as best he can. 
Every leader of a forlorn ino\ i>meni 
meets experiences of this kind. .\s 
the well-organized, well-di.sciplined and 
well-fed British army advances, a con 
viction of the bopeleiisness of the con 
test will spreail and i-ause, numerous 
desertions from the comparatively 
feeble enemy.

There was a funny scene on tbw beach to- 
day. .\u efKgy of t iscar Wilde Iniiif; 
from ihe to|, of the lofty pole which 
liears the ti.ao of the bathing; iinhislry. 
Oscar, who was to lecture hero tu-night, 
was aiinoitnced sia intoiiding to but he in 
the 11 if 1! i ll I'cii this morning. This 
aiinoiineoiiu-iu liroiioht an iiuniense crowd 
j to the beach. The pi-ople anticipated a 
I great treat, foi- c. .iiipriiati\ely few of them 
I had over aeon the iiiiicli-adv»!rtise<t ajios- 
j tie of estheticiKin . and none of them had 
■ seen him in the surf. Eleven o'clock 
came and passed, and thu waiting throng 
j showed sii^ns of dis.'iiipointinent. Soino 
I blamed (Iscar, others blanietl his iiiana- 
j gars and suiin- blaiiied themselves for 
I subjectiiii,' t lii'iiisch I S to tho risk of being 
j badly sold juit for the sake of gratifying 
I their curiosity. .\s soon as it was defiii- 
I itiily kno-.vii thai the ostheto had not ar- 
; rived at S|>ring Laki- at .-ill, the keeiiers 
j of the balliiiig houses pri-piii'ed a stiitl'od 
1 image of liiin.

liipior, which cohlains, as a [leciiliar in- ■ 
gredieiit, a poisonous oil having a delete- ; 
rioirs ell'ect on the nervous system; the 
oil is called wormwood oil, and is pro- 
duced in nature by a)-<f(ni.sia ttfcji'n^/iiu;'!. 
Other flavoring oils are always added, 
such lis pepperiniiit, angelica, cloves, cin- 
namon and aniseed. The I'olor is pro- 
dnceil by the juice of nettles, spinach or 
parsley: or, in other words, is iluo to tho 
Common green "chlorophyll" found in 
all green plants. Moat camples of ab- 
sinthe contain sugar-. The average corn- 
lioaition of absinthe is as follow-s: .-\bso- 
lute alcohol, in 100 parts, .""lO.OO; oil of 
wormwood, other essential oils, 2.52; 
sugar, l..")0; chloroiihyll, traces; water, 
40. t),'). Alc(diol ctiuses drrrrikeri aloep; 
alcohol and absinthe combined produce 
convulsions. Thu poor wretches given up 
to absinthe drinking sufl'or from a iiecnliar 
train of nervous symptours, the most 
prominent of which is epilepsy of a re- 
markably severe character, teruiiriatirrg in 
softerring of the brain and death. 'J'he 
last niomonU of the absinthe di-iiiker aro 
often truly horrible. iM. Volsin records 
a case in which a man was picked up in 
the public slroet in an epileptic fit. He 
was known to be a lai'gi- CMH -umer of ab- 
sinthe. The coiivulsii-nn Insletl until 
death — four days and four no^lils. I'liiring 
the last live or six lioiira ,if life tiro skin 
of the face became almost black.
